ANNUAL MEETING OF THE bOMBAY 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE, 

Bombay, Feb. 19,—The Report, presented 
at the Anaual Meeting to-day, of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, dealt with a great variety 
of subjects. In moving the adoption of 
tha Report the Chairman, the Hon, Mr 


Macdonell, complained of tho serious protes- 
tion given to hand-loom weavers by the 
recent Cotton Duties Legielation, Sir James 
Westland bad admitted that village weavora, 
for the most part io their leisure timo, pro- 
dues oloth to the value of 12 orores of rupecs, 
and therefore he (Mr Maodonell) maintained 
that the Government measure holds ont an 
inducement to them to increase the time 
they devote lo weaving, and consequently 
their out-turn, by protecting them against 
Lancashire and Indian Mills to: the extent 
of 34 per cont. This would so affect the Weav- 
iog Mills that the Chamber. would watoh 
the conrse of events in regard to them with 
anxicty, He contended that if the provess 
of anbstitution, 2s contemplated by Man- 
chester, is poseible, the natural advantages 
of Indian Mills in spisning cosree yarns are 
ao great that itis vot likely to be oheoked 
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, Comd, 0. E, Kingsmill 
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Lt.-Com. H. P, Barton
